Situation in Greece. 

Marshall made these points re- 
garding the situation in Greece: 

1. Attainment of this nation’s 
objectives of peace and recovery 
have been blocked by intensi- 
supported from neighboring 
countries.” 

2. Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and 
Albania — Greece’s northern 
neighbors—have . “flouted” the 

United Nations order to cease 
aid to the guerrillas, and have 
blocked ‘entry to their territories 
of the special U.N, committee. 

3. Guerrillas, because of for- 
eign aid, have been able to im- 
prove their armament and their 
military planning. “They have 
more than doubled their num- 
bers, chiefly by forced recruit- 
ing, since the inception of ‘the 
American aid program.” 

4. Guerrilla activity has re- 
sulted in diversion of about 57 
per cent of the 3250,000, 000 in 
American aid to Greece for mili- 
tary, rather than recovery pur- 
poses. 

5. The Greek Government has 
“commendably resisted tempta- 
tions“ to depart from democrat- 
ic methods in meeting political 
crises. 

Example of “Ruthlessness.” 

The latest example of guerrilla 
“ruthlessness,” Marshall said, is 
the planned removal of 12,000 or 
more Greek children to the coun- 
tries of eastern Europe in con-

Cause of Explosion in Testing 
Building in Louisville Not 
Determined.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 15 
(AP)—Four workmen were killed 
and 20 to 25 others were injured 
here today in an explosion at the 
big plant of the International Har- 
vester Farm Equipment Co. 

The cause. of the explosion had 
not been determined hours after 
the blast demolished a 150-by-75 
foot brick and steel building in 
which engines made in the nearby 
main plant were tested. 

Normally about 56 of the com- 
pany’s 4000 employes worked in 
the test building but the explo- 
sion took place just as the night 
shift was leaving and the day 
shift was arriving so officials were 
not sure how many men were in 
the building at the time. 

Fire followed the blast but .soon 
was extinguished by city and 
county firemen. Then police and 
volunteers aided the firemen in 
rescue work which was hampered 
by intense heat and the fact that 
the basement of the building was 
flooded. 

There were two 5000-gallon fuel 
tanks under the test building but 
firemeyp said they apparently did 
not explode as first reported,

WASHINGTON, March 15—The 
Senate Judiciary Committee today 
heard testimony that California 
oil companies have been as “busy 
as cats” in extracting as much oil 
as possible from Government- 
owned submerged lands, 

The witness was Orin Demotte 
Walker, Washington attorney for 
Robert E. L. Jordan, who for years 
has sought to compel the Depart- 
me@t of Interior to grant his appli- 
cation for a federal lease for ex- 
ploitation of the California mar- 
ginal sea, commonly known as the 
tidelands, 

Jordan and other applicants for 
federal leases are opposed to both 
the quitclaim bill, S. 1988, which 
would renounce federal ownership 
of the tidelands in favor of Cali- 
fornia, and the administration 
measure, S. 2165, under which a 
new commission would be estab- 
lished to act on federal leasing 
applications. 

Walker’s Position, 

Walker contended that the fed- 
eral land leasing act of 1920 should 
be applicable to tidelands, as well 
as other public domains, and that 
his client is entitled to a federal 
lease as an early claimant. 

He charged further that Attor- 
ney General Clark and Secretary 
of the Interior Krug deliberately 
by-passed the leasing act, as de- 
sired by powerful oil firms and 
the State of California. 

“Tf the leasing act was held to 
apply,” he testified, “then the oil 
firms, under leases granted by 
California to steal the oil by 
whipstocking (slant-drilling into 
the marginal sea), would be en- 
joined, by virtue of the decree of 
the Supreme Court—and Califor- 
nia would lose the royalties. 

“There was only one way to de- 
feat the lawful applicant and pro- 
tect California,” he went on, “and 
that was by declaring the leasing 
act did not apply to deposits of 
minerals in public domain, which 
happened to be in submerged 
lands, and this is what was done 
by agreement between counsel for 
the Government, the Secretary of 
the Interior and the Attorney 
General of California.” 

Still Exploiting Area. 

Under stipulations filed with 
the Supreme Court, California oil 
companies are continuing to ex- 
ploit marginal sea oil pending 
adoption by the Congress of legis- 
lation setting forth federal policy 
for management of the sub- 
merged lands. This legislation, 
8.2165, would establish a sub- 
merged lands commission to make 
recommendations for renewal or 
cancellation of existing ol] leases 
let by California. Walker point- 
ed out that his client’s claims, 
under the leasing act, would thus 
be out the window. 

He said that, although California 
has a law barring whipstocking, 
or slant-drilling a drill below 
ground into the lands owned by 
another, the state nevertheless 
permits oil companies to slant- 
drill from the uplands into the 
marginal sea, now owned by the 
Federal Government. 

“This theft,” he said, “has con- 
tinued from 1938 up to June 23, 
1947, the date of the Supreme Court 
decision awarding the Govern- 
ment full dominion over the mar- 
ginal sea.” How many millions of 
barrels of oil have been extracted 
from the reserve of the United 
States Government would proba- 
bly be difficult to discover. The 
value of that oil probably runs into 
billions,

Condon heads the National Bu- 
reau of Standards which deals 
with some of the Government’s 
top-secret inventions.

Raymond McNelly of 2432 North

The McNelly children had been 
in the habit of playing during the 
winter on the pond at the foot of 
a hill behind their house, Yester- 
day the two boys and Annette 
went there with another sister, 
Shirley, 8. 

Police said Mrs. McNelly told 
them she glanced out the kitchen 
window and noticed they had left 
the back yard. As she was about 
to call them in, she said, Shirley 
ran up the hill screaming. 

Shirley was so incoherent she 
was at first unable to make her 
parents understand what had hap- 
pened, As soon as they grasped 
what she was talking about, Me- 
Nelly rushed to the pond and his 
wife ran to a neighbor for help. 

Within a few minutes McNelly 
brought Alan George out of the 
water. The neighbor, R. G. Hur- 
ley of Bloomer drive, administered 
artificial respiration but was un- 
able to revive the boy, whe was 
taken in an ambulance to Alton 
Memorial Hospital. 

Other neighbors, attracted by 
fire and police sirens, collected at 
the narrow pond, probing along 
the banks with rakes and poles.

because of anticipated demonstra- 
tions for Henry Wallace and the 
possibility of a strongly backed 
demonstration for President Tru- 
man’s civil liberties program. 

The convention will be in Jef- 
ferson City May 3, two days after 
the Republican state convention 
is held in St. Louis. 

The reasons back of the refusal 
to take the convention to St. Louis 
did not appear publicly on the 
floor of the committee meeting but 
even before the committee met 
the party leaders had ruled St. 
Louis out of consideration, not- 
recognized 
that only in St. Louis could a con- 
vention of the size desired be prop- 
erly taken care of. 

Cut in Number of Delegates. 

The leaders had considered hav- 
ing a convention with about 1600 
delegates, but after the decision 
to have it in Jefferson City, the 
basis of representation was re- 
duced, There will be approximate- 
ly 1000 delegates. 

At the convention 16 delegates 
at large to the national conven- 
tion in Philadelphia July 12, each 
with one-half vote, will be elected, 
and two district delegates from 


each of the 13 congressional dis- 
tricts will be elected. The con- 
vention also will elect a national 
committeeman to succeed Robert 
E. Hannegan of St. Louis, who 
resigned several months ago, and 
a national committeewoman to 
succeed Mrs. Henry Clay Chiles 
of Lexington, 

The district delegates will be 
selected by district caucuses of 
state convention delegates and 
will be ratified by the convention, 

Basis of Representation. 

The basis of representation in 
the convention will be one dele- 
gate for each 800 votes cast for 
Roosevelt in 1944, and will be se- 


lected by counties and by wards : 


in St. Louis. 

In authorizing 16 delegates at 
large, the committee stipulated 
that there should be eight men 
and eight women. ; 

In the counties the conventions 
to elect delegates to the state con- 
vention will be held April 17, and 
in St. Louis the delegates will be 
chosen in the manner and at a 
time to be designated by the Dem- 
ocratic city committee. 

The committee carefully avoid- 
ed any mention of Wallace or of 
the President's civil liberties pro- 
gram. Neither subject was even 
mentioned on the floor, and no 
member had any other resolution 
than the perfunctory one of fixing 
the time, place and details of the 
convention.

WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP) 
— The House Banking Committee 
split in three directions today on

Six committee democrats filed 
a minority report that the bill 
would mean decontrol in many 
localities with rent hikes as high 
as 50 per cent.

Four committee Republicans 
presented “minority views” saying 
renters know “political control 
over rents is wrong.” They said 
removal of control should make 
available 2,000,000 more living 
quarters. 

The majority of the 27-member 
committee filed with the House 
its formal report explaining the 
measure and defending the “local 
option” provision. The Democrats 
leveled their fire at this feature. 
It would strip federal officials of 
major powers and transfer to lo- 
cal rent boards authority to in- 
crease rents or lift controls com- 
pletely in their areas. 

The four Republicans present- 
ing “minority views” were Repre- 
sentative Frederick C. Smith of 
Ohio, Buffett of Nebraska, Banta 
of Missouri and Fletcher of Cali- 
fornia, They expressed fear that 
rent controls will lead to control 
of prices, wages, hours of work 
and “where you must work.” | 

The Democrats who signed the 
minority report were Representa- 


tives Monroney, Oklahoma; 
Spence, Kentucky; Boggs, Ala- 
bama; Buchanan, Pennsylvania; 
Multer, New York, and Albert 
Rains, Alabama. 

The bill also was denounced by 
Chairman J. Howard McGrath of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee and Walter P. Reuther, head 
of the CIO’s housing committee.

State Insurance Head 
Says Agents Work for 
2 Concerns, Get Up to 
80 Pct. of Premiums.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 15 
~The current “racket” engaged in 
by many small loan firms, which 
require borrowers to buy expen- 
sive insurance policies in order to 
obtain loans, will be stopped im- 
mediately by amendment of the 
gstate’s insurance regulations, State 
Insurance Superintendent Owen 
G. Jackson announced today. 

His announcement followed a 
conference of representatives of 
six insurance companies, called by 
Jackson to inquire into the prac- 
tice of compulsory insurance in 
connection with small loans. 

He declined to name the com- 
panies, which write life, accident 
and health and automobile insur- 
ance for loan firms, but said the 
representatives had agreed to co- 
operate by furnishing him names 
of their agents employed by loan 
firms. 

Provisions of New Rules. 

I have no jurisdiction over loan 
firms, but I do have over insur- 
ance companies and their agents,” 
Jackson asserted, “New regula- 
tions, barring unreasonable insur- 
ance requirements in connection 
with loans, will be issued en 
and violators will be subject to 
having their licenses revoked.” 

He said he understood nearly 
every small loan office in St. Louls 
had an insurance agent on its 
staff, and that the practice was 
general throughout the state. He 

Id of one case in which a bor- 

wer of $600, after pledging his 
automobile as security, had to pay 
$192 on premiums for life and 
accident and health as well as au- 
tomobile insurance. 

In another case reported by 
Jackson, a man who borrowed $200 
was required to buy a life insur- 
ance policy for seven times that 
amount, or $1200. He said he saw 
no objection to lenders requiring 
automobile insurance where the 
machine was put up as security, or 
to life insurance in the amount of 
the loan, when the loan was other- 
wise unsecured, 

High Rate. 


Under present practice, the su- 
perintendent asserted, commis- 
sions paid agents amount to as 
much as 80 per cent of premiums. 
Persons familiar with the loan 
business have suggested that the 
employe-agents are remitting the 
commissions to the loan firms. 

Under the 1945 Constitution, 
Missouri has no small loan inter- 
est law and loan firms are ex- 
pected to operate on an 8 per cent 
interest rate. Investigation by 
the Post-Dispatch has disclosed 
that additional charges for inves- 
tigation and other so-called serv- 
ices increase the actual charge 
above the 8 per cent legal limit. 

A small loan interest bill, which 
passed the present session of the 
State Senate, is pending in the 
House. Interest rates set up by 
the bill range from 24 to 56 per 
cent, depending on the method of 
interpretation. Small loan com- 
panies have protested they can not 
operate profitably at 8 per cent, 
and contend that lack of a small 
loan law has led to a return of 
loan shark practices in the state.

bor problems equitably and in 
more friendly and co-operative re- 
lationships. 

“Gains in the public welfare and 
the national economy are to be 
recognized in all the substantial 
advances under the law. Grow- 
ing stabilization in labor rela- 
tions, and in equitable adjustment 
of differences, cannot be meas- 
ured quantitatively. 

“Beyond question, these gains 
are outstanding among the law's 
effects and benefits, and evident 
in terms of more upbroken em- 
ployment, uninterrupted wages, 
rising production and a growing 
volume of industrial activity.” 


Conclusion Disputed. 


The committee's finding that it 
was the Taft-Hartley Act which 
brought about a reduction in 
strikes was disputed by the dis- 
senting committee members, who 
pointed out that ma contracts 
were signed just before the law 
became operative; that a season- 
al decline in strikes has occurred 
in every corresponding period 
since 1927, except for 1940; that 
employers and employes in many 
instances are “sitting tight,” 
awaiting developments; and that 
large profits have tended to dis- 
courage action by employers 
which might precipitate strikes. 

Furthermore, the minority 
noted, there was “buried in the 
body of the report” the comment 
that no breakdown is available to 
show the causes of strikes since 
last August and “without it any 
assessment of the value of the 
act in preventing strikes can be 
only speculative.” The last quoted 
phrase is from the — re- 
port. 

The minority objected also to 
the committee’s finding that the 
Taft-Hartley prohibition of the 
closed shop and restrictions on 
union shops have worked well, 
They assert the committee did not 
fully weigh the special problems 
presented in some industries; the 
existence of “bootleg” contracts 
which circumvent these provi- 
sions, and the administrative prob- 
lem presented by the vast number 
of union shop elections the NLRB 
is now being called on to conduct. 


Abuse of Power Charged. 
“The report of the ose 
intrudes dangerously on the exec- 
utive and judicial power,” the 
minority: held. “This abuse of 
power is nowhere more marked 
than in the discussion of the cases 
involving the International Typo- 
graphical Union. The discussion 
of these cases in the report indi- 
cates a pre-judgment on the part 
of members of the committee of 
the issues now pending before the 
Labor Board and the courts for 
decision. The action of the com- 
ittee can only be calculated to 
influence the determinations of 
the Labor Board and the courts.” 


The I. T. U. litigation is dis- 
cussed in some detail in the com- 
mittee report because the pending 
cases involve the first test of 
many of the Taft-Hartley Act pro- 
visions,

Appended to the committee’s re- 
port is a detailed study of labor- 
management relations at seven 
large firms, operating under va- 
rious types of union contracts or 
with no union representation. 
These firms are Botany Mills, B. 
F. Goodrich Co., George A. Hormel 
Co., International Harvester Co., 
Lincoln Electric Co., Murray Corp. 
of America and Reynolds Tobac- 
co Co. 

In these studies the committee 
found labor-management relations 
ranged from very good to very 
bad, but found also that the pat- 
tern of relationship, whether good 
or bad, had not been materially 
altered by the Taft-Hartley Act. 

“Full impact of the act may not 
have been felt at the time these 
studies were conducted,” the re- 
port said, “and at least some ef- 
fects may be expected in the in- 
tangible but nonetheless important 
realm of attitudes toward the 
bargaining relation. 

“Careful analysis of the indus- 
tria] relations studied at these 
plants has thus far failed to re- 
veal a single specific instance 
wherein the proper and healthy 
functions of a responsible union 
have been curtailed by any pro- 
vision of the act. 

“Various fears have been voiced 
by union leaders at these plants, 
who predict dire consequences in 
the future, but these are not 
founded on specific experience 
since passage of the act.”

ENOUGH HOUSING STUDY, 


URGES ACTION 


Senator Asserts He Will Introduce Amend- 
ments to Taft-Ellender-Wagner Bill to 
Carry Out Committee Program. 


By JOSEPH HANLON 
A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, March 15—Sen- 
ator Ralph E. Flanders (Rep.), 
Vermont, told the Senate today 
there has been enough study of 
the housing shortage and the time 
has come for action. 

He said he would introduce, as 
amendments to the pending but 
pigeonholed Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
housing bill, such legislation as is 
needed to carry out the recom- 
mendations of the joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Housing, for 
which he reported. 

“The legislative recommenda- 
tions of the joint committee, 
Flanders said, “follow closely pro- 
visions of the Taft-Ellender-Wag- 
ner bill, with certain revisions 
necessary to bring that bill fully 
in line with present day housing 
conditions, and some additional 
proposals aimed at extending fur- 
ther aid to the achievement of 
low cost housing production inthe 
volume required to overcome the 
deep-rooted and long persistent 
shortage of adequate housing for 
all families.” 

Anomalous Situation, 

Presentation of the joint com- 
mittee’s report in the Senate by 
Flanders was an anomalous situa- 
tion, as the report might have 
been expected from the Senator 
vice chairman of the committee, 
Wiscon- 
sin, 

But, as the Post-Dispatch re- 
lated, McCarthy's leadership was 
overthrown in the committee on 
the issue of public housing. Mc- 
Carthy opposed it; Flanders fa- 
vored it, along with Senator 
Charles IV. Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire. They joined the six 
Democratic Committee members 
on this issue to form the ma- 


ee | jority. 


So the report recommends, as 
does the T-E-W bill, construction 
of 500,000 subsidized low rent pub- 
lic housing units in the next five 
years. Also recommended, over 
the objections of McCarthy and

the joint committee chairman 
Representative Ralph Gamble 
(Rep.), New York, is an extensive 
program for rural housing as pro- 
posed in the T-E-W bill. 

7-Month Study. 
‘The joint committee’s $100,000 
seven-month study, Flanders said, 
confirmed the conclusions drawn 
in earlier congressional investiga- 
tions of the housing shortage, and 
this, he added, is “especially true“ 
of the Senate inquiry which led 
to drafting the T-E-W bill. 
The latest report establishes sub- 
stantially the same objectives as 
are set out in the T-E-W bill— 
construction of 1,500,000 dwelling 
units a year, nearly twice the cur- 
rent rate of operation. It adopts 
virtually all the procedures pro- 
posed in the T-E-W bill to obtain 
that objective, plus some new ones 
as additional aids. 
Flanders said Tobey, chairman 
of the Senate Banking Committee, 
has assured him the necessary 
T-E-W amendments would be 
taken up promptly, looking toward 
early action on the floor of the 
Senate on the expanded T-E-W 
bill. The original version already 
has been approved by the Senate 
Banking Committee. 

Bill Bottled Up. 
It is a different story on the 
other side of the Capitol, how- 
ever, There the House Banking 
Committee chairman, Represen- 
tative Jesse Wolcott (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, has kept the T-E-W bill bot- 
tled up in his committee for a 
year. 
Flanders told reporters the 18- 
point program he outlined in re- 
porting to the Senate was based 
on eight provisions of the T.-E.-W. 
bill; five amendments to strength- 
en that bill in the light of new 
conditions, and five recommenda- 
tions to administrative agencies 
for which no legislation will be 
required. 
The new legislation, to be of- 
fered as amendments to T-E-W 
propose: 
Extension and broadening of the 
financing alds for manufacturers 
of housing and establishment of 
additional financing aids for large 
scale site construction of low cost 
housing. 
A one-year extension of the ex- 
piring title 6 of the National Hous- 
ing Act, with revisions to restrain

Revision of title 2 of the NHA 
to provide greater incentives for 
insurance on mortgages for lower 
cost housing. 

Establishment of additional 
FHA insurance programs such as 
special financing and technical 
aids for co-operative housing 
projects; and yield insurance to 
attract capital investments in 
rental housing by private lending 
agencies, 

Provision for joint studies by 
the Commerce Department and 
the housing agency on the ma- 


ing program proposed, with a view 
to action to overcome anticipated 
shortages. 

Slum Clearance. 

Federal aids for slum clearance, 
including loans of one Dillion 
dollars to municipalities, and fed- 
eral capital grants of $500,000,000 
to municipalities on the basis of 
$2 of federal money for each 31 
made available for that purpose 
by the local communities. 

Federal assistance to local com- 
munities to provide the 500,000 
public housing units previously 
mentioned. 

Authorization of loans through 
the Department of Agriculture for 
rural housing. 

The committee recommendations 
which require no legislation — ex- 
cept that in some cases additional 
appropriations to existing agen- 
cles may be necessary, are:

ABOARD U. S. S. BOXER, AT 
SEA, March 15 (AP)—The Navy's 
seagoing air arm is in the process 
of conversion to 10-mile-a-minute 
jet planes. 

This was announced today by 
the Navy following history-mak- 
ing trials aboard this big Essex- 
class aircraft carrier last week, 
when for the first time Navy jet 
fighters operated from a carrier 
flight deck under routine condi- 
tions at sea.

First Successful Tests. 

The successful carrier tests for 
jet aircraft aboard the Boxer 
were the first of their kind, Ex- 
periments had been conducted 
under special test conditions, but 
until last Wednesday there had 
been no jet operations at sea un- 
der normal carrier conditions and 
with service pilots. 

The FJ-ls were launched suc- 
cessfully off the Boxer flight 
deck, both under their own power 
and catapult, but it was ap- 
parent that their slow accelera- 
tion would bar launchings under 
thelr own power as routine pro- 
cedure. On the other hand, the 
ease with which the jets were 
catapulted. pointed to this method 
of launching as most likely un- 
der present development. 

The jets took off easily with a 
full deck run, but under combat 
conditions it would not be feasible 
to keep the entire flight deck 
clear to launch only one plane at 
a time, 

The Boxer’s two deck catapults, 
however, shot the six-ton fighters 
into the air at about 145 miles 
an hour—well over flying speed, 

Plane’s Performance Figures. 

The FJ-1 is rated by the Navy 
simply at “more than 550 miles 
an hour,” but publicized figures 
show that it has flown much bet- 
ter than 600 miles an hour. 

It has a rate of climb of a mile 
a minute, an official flying time 
of four hours, and a range of 
more than 1500 miles. 

Making the first jet operational 
landing on the Boxer was Comdr. 
Evan P. Aurand of Houston, Tex., 


and Lt. Comdr. Robert Elder of 
Milwaukie, Ore. Both pilots pro- 
nounped jet carrier iandings easier 
than with conventional propeller- 
driven aircraft. 

V. Adm, G. D. Murray, com- 
manding the First Task Fleet, 
commented that the details of op- 
erating full jet squadrons from 
carriers were only practical 
ones’.” 

New Plane Handling Methods. 

Among these problems undoubt- 
edly will be new methods of plane 
handling. The rearward jet blast 
probably will prevent launching of 
more than two or three planes at 
a time. 

Because jet engines need no 
warm-up, however, the jet can be 


launched within a minute or two, 


in contrast to the long warm-up 
period required by present planes, 
FJ-ls in the boxer tests were air- 
borne less than two minutes after 
their engines were turned on. 

The Fury is termed just a 
“interim” plane by the Navy, whic 
said it expects to count chiefly on 
still newer jet fighters, the Grum- 
man F9F Panther and the Mc- 
Donnell F2H Banshee.

HERE is reason to believe 

that Secretary of State George 

C. Marshall's remarkable state- 
ment to the press was addressed 
rimarily to an audience of one: 
Bovlet Dictator Joseph Stalin. For 
among many of Marshall’s advis- 
ers there is a deep conviction that 
the real danger of war rests sim- 
ply in the fact that the Kremlin, 
cut off from the world, is relying 
on wholly distorted accounts of 
the situation in the United States. 
Stalin, it is believed, is therefore 
undoubtedly under-estimating the 
gravity of the American reaction 
to such events as the Czechoslo- 
vak coup. 


“You've got to shriek in Stalin’s 
ear,” one of the most astute ‘or- 
eign diplomats in Washington re- 
marked recently. “That is the 
only way you will get through to 
the Kremlin.” Marshall's state- 
ment, with its twice-repeated em- 
phasis on the “passions” aroused 
in this country by recent events, 
was certainly in large part an at- 
tempt to shriek in Stalin’s ear. 


An Illustration. 


The reason why it is necessary 
to shriek to reach the Klermlin's 
ear is simple. It can be conven- 
lently illustrated by the story of 
a Washington newspaper corre- 
spondent from a small neutral 
country. Some days ago, he was 
able, where an American news- 
paper man would certainly have 
failed, to make an engagement 
with a couple of Soviet diplomats 
in Washington, 


The Russians arrived together— 
Soviet officials abroad always 
travel in pairs, so that each may 
keep an eye on the other. The 
correspondent found them in a 
cheerful frame of mind. Indeed, 
they were almost gay. Things 
were obviously going well, they. 
said, in Czechoslovakia. The 
newspaper man agreed that, from 
the Soviet point of view, things 
were no doubt going well. But, 
he said, surely the Russians Were 
concerned by the American “psy- 
chological reaction,’ which was 
what Secretary Marshall meant 
when he used the word “pas- 
sions.” The newspaper man 
pointed to the angry reaction to 
the Czechoslovakia coup; the bit- 
terness in every section of the 
press, from extreme right to ex- 
treme left, short only of the out- 
right Communist publications.

Gen. G. L. Bolte, chief of 
staff for Devers, told a press con- 
ference the A.G.F. has been too in- 
volved with problems of personnel 
and supply to give the time it 
should to training the Army. He

“What we are trying to do now, 
under this new plan, is to stock- 
pile time, get training done ahead 
of time, be ready—because we 
won't have time for that if an- 
other war comes.” 

Bolte said that airborne train-

A Warning From Canada 


As American prices continue to soar, more and 
more frequent references are made to the man- 
ner in which the Canadian Government has re- 
imposed controls, Dominion prices may not be 
what they were before the war, but to an Amer- 
ican housewife beef steak at 65 cents a pound 
certainly looks like a bargain. So the question 
is: Why can't Washington be as wise as Ottawa? 

Canadian controls, however, are not an un- 
mixed blessing, and the fact that they are not 
is largely the fault of the United States. In ad- 
dition to putting a ceiling on prices, the Domin- 
fon also has been forced to place an embargo on 
imports and exports. American inflation is the 
reason for this. High prices south of the border 
were exhausting Canada’s dollar credits at such 
a rapid rate that a stop had to be called. Cana- 
da had to try self-sufficiency or face bankruptcy. 
Mexico was forced to make a similar decision 
even earlier. S 

When two of the best customers of the United 
States are forced to lock out our salesmen, the 
ultimate effect on American prosperity ought to 
be obvious. It is somewhat veiled at the mo- 
ment by abnormal demand from helpless Europe. 
But if American prices go higher and higher, 
European customers also will be lost eventually. 
The over-rapid exhaustion of the British loan is 
a clear warning here. Impoverished people can- 
not afford to pay over-high prices indefinitely. 
Sooner or later, they are forced to look to oth- 
er sources or simply to themselves. 

Thus Great Britain which opened all the mar- 
kets of the sterling bloc to us is beginning to 
wonder whether the abolition of Empire prefer- 
ences and similar devices was worth the price 
of United States financial aid. Since because of 
our rising prices the loan did not buy nearly as 
much as. was expected, there is a growing temp- 
tation to seek economic salvation by devices 
which exclude the inflated dollar. So far, this 
tendency is only a small smudge on the horizon, 
but it could grow rather quickly into a sinister 
thunderhead. Certainly, this would take much 
of its usefulness out of the Marshall plan. 

Free access to all the markets of the world for 
all the people of the world was an Allied war 
aim, It would be tragic if a bloated dollar pre- 
vented its realization. Then inflation would not 
merely mean sky-high prices at home, but also 
a collapse of our export business. As that de- 
veloped, deflation certainly would be upon us. 
The boom would nose-dive into a bust. 

A quick look to the North ought to be enough 
to convince any member of Congress that it is 
time to lash down the dollar.

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Tax Cut in Bonds? 


To minimize the harm of a tax cut, a subcom- 
mittee of the Joint Economic Committee pro- 
poses to make the reduction “in the form of re- 
quired savings in United States Government 
bonds, to be held by the recipient for a stated 
period of one or two years or until such time 
as Congress shall determine that inflationary 
dangers have passed.” 

This arrangement would prevent the tax re- 
duction from pushing the inflated price level 
still higher. It would be to taxpayers’ advan- 
tage since the money no doubt would buy more 
goods later than it will buy now. It would be 
to the country’s advantage because, in contrast 
with the immediate cash reduction that heightens 
inflation, deferred payments would create pur- 
chasing power against recession and depression. 

There are strong political motives for tax re- 
duction, but Congress should have enough sense 
of responsibility to grant it only in deferred 
form. 


Senator Taft Sees No Danger 

Senator Taft hardly enhanced his reputation 
for statesmanship in that Boston press interview. 
He belittled the warning of former.Secretary of 
State Byrnes that there might soon be a crisis 
in Russian-American relations, and stated that 
“we have to work on the theory that there is go- 
ing to be peace,” not war. 4 

Actually, it would be most unwise for the 
United States to work on any set theory. The 
international situation is anything but stabilized, 
and so Washington and the nation ought to be 
reasonably prepared for any eventuality. 

The gentleman from Ohio brushed aside the 
Soviet coup in Czechoslovakia. He said, in effect, 
that the iron curtain is just where it was dropped 
at Yalta. This surely is a sad reading of the 
facts. Granted that the State Department had 
often acted as though Czechoslovakia had been 
lost to the Western cause. Still, there was a 
measure of hope 80 long as men like Benes and 
Masaryk were able to preserve it as a democra- 
cy. The Communist coup thoroughly stamped 
out that hope. 

As for Italy, Mr. Taft shrugged off the April 
18 elections. What can we do, he asked, if the 
Communists win? Well, we can at least do all 
that is legitimately in our power to prevent such 
an outcome. We can also recognize what a Com- 
munist victory in Italy would mean. 

Senator Brewster of Maine was with Mr. Taft 
during the interview and broke in to say that 
all the alarms were just a Democratic campaign 
stunt. What a blind view of the facts of inter- 
national life! 

Such cynical underestimating of what's going 
on in Europe could lull the United States into 
a sense of false security. In that way, it could 
make more likely a situation from which there 
would be no way out except by war. 

Yes, the United States should work for peace, 
and it is so working. But to be successful, we 
must do the work with eyes wide open. 
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Folly From Any Viewpoint 

As of the middle of March, it looks like a 
fight to the finish over the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination on the civil rights issue. Pres- 
ident Truman says unequivocally that he “still 
stands” on his message to Congress. Six Gov- 
ernors of states scattered across the South from 
Virginia to Texas take the vow to battle to the 
last ditch against him. 

Assume that these six Southern Governors are 
able to make good on their threat. What have 
they gained if they force the Democratic party 
to nominate some candidate who is so meaning- 
less that he has not taken a stand on this issue, 
as have other Presidents before Mr. Truman, 
notably the late Franklin D. Roosevelt? What if, 
though bested in the convention, they are able 
to deprive Mr. Truman of enough electoral votes 
to make certain his defeat in November? In 
either event, have the Southerners won more 
than a grudge fight and that only temporarily? 

The United States cannot preach democracy 
and equal protection of laws and rights of citi- 
zens to the depressed peoples of the world and 
deny those protections and rights here at home. 
We cannot present this conflict between prom-

ise and practice and not be made hypocrites in 
the eyes of the world. We can be sure the Krem- 
lin’s propaganda machine is making the most of 
this civil rights battle as the Reds counterbal- 
ance the “Voice of America.” ä 
There ig still time for the irate Governors, 
Senators and Representatives to see this civil 
rights issue in ita world-wide setting. There is 
still time for them to avoid the mistake of pull- 
ing thé party house down on thelr own heads, 
And there is a suggestion of hope in the fact 
that the Governors of Maryland, North Carolina 
and Florida might easily have signed but did not.

Senator Kem, we regret to say, was one of the 
17 who voted against the Marshall plan. He 
joined such bitter enders as Brooks of Illinois, 
Moore of Oklahoma, Revercomb of West Vir- 
ginia and Wherry of Nebraska in an attempt to 
defeat one of the most vital measures ever be- 
fore the Senate. If Mr. Kem and his 16 col- 
leagues had had their way, and the Marshall 
plan was defeated, Western Europe would be in 
despair today, the foreign policy of the United 
States would be in a state of collapse and the 
Kremlin would be in ecstasy. 

It was easy to sense that Mr. Kem was being 
less than frank on foreign policy when he was 
a candidate in 1946. In estimating him on Oct, 
27, 1946, we made the statement that “a vote 
for Kem would be a shot in the dark in the mat- 
ter of foreign affairs.” Mr. Kem pledged him- 
self to “support continuation of a united bipar- 
tisan stand in foreign affairs,” but he persistent- 
ly refused to elaborate his position. He left un- 
answered at that time this question asked by the 
Post-Dispatch: 


Where does Mr. Kem specifically stand on 
the specific issues needed to create a con- 
structive foreign policy? 


What he refused to'say in words, he now says 
in deeds. He has failed to follow the splendid 
leadership of Senator Vandenberg who was able 
to muster 31 Republican votes for the Marshall 
plan. Senator Kem has turned out to be a 
bitter ender in foreign affairs, and a reactionary 
in domestic affairs. His vote against the Mar- 
shall plan will be remembered if he ever seeks 
re-election. !

When Will Shakespeare wrote “Almost as like . 
as eggs,“ he didn't know his oval or spheroidal 
reproductive bodies. When Miguel de Cervantes 
wrote “As one egg is like another,” he was suf- 
fering under a similar handicap. There are, in 
fact, few things called by the same name that 
are more unlike each other than eggs, as three 
Cambridge University scientists have learned 
after a two-year investigation. 

Eighty-one kinds of eggs were eaten by the 
scientists, which may come as something of a 
surprise to people who think the only kinds of 
eggs are fried, scrambled and poached. They 
liked best, in addition to the conventional hen's 
egg, the eggs of chaffirphes, hedge-sparrows, 
gulls and coots. They found tasty the eggs of 
albatrosses, jackdaws, and white-naped cranes, 
They could not make up their minds about the 
egg of the bar-headed goose. They agreed that 
the eggs of the wild duck and sparrow hawk are 
inferior, and that the worst-tasting of all are 
those of wrens, linnets, cormorants and blue-tits, 

The eater of the Great American Breakfast, 
which almost invariably includes an egg sunny- 
side up or over lightly, may sometimes feel that 
the egg he is eating was laid somewhat less re- 
cently than yesterday. He may conclude that 
the cook daydreamed over its frying, a fact which 
would account for the dry, wrinkled condition 
and thé cindery effect around the edges. 

But he can thank his stars that of 82 varie- 
ties it is his—and the Cambridge scientists“ 
favorite: A hen’s egg, and not an egg of the 
oyster-catcher, which sometimes tastes like onions, 
and sometimes like nuts.

Some of the G.O.P. leaders look with a jaun- 
diced eye on the proposal that Senator Vanden- 
berg be chosen to make the keynote speech be- 
fore the Republican convention.

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Recovering a Strategic Asset 

For two years the shortage of steel has been 
the worst bottleneck of United States industrial 
production, and for a year one of the worst bot- 
tlenecks in the manufacture of steel has been 
the shortage of scrap iron. So it is good news 
when the industry-Government mission sent to 
Germany to determine how much war scrap can 
be salvaged there reports that more than 10. 
000,000 tons are available. 

Some of this will be needed in Britain, France, 
Belgium and the Ruhr, but a major portion will 
be sent to the United States. And the part that 
goes to Western Europe should cut down the 
amount of steel this country is expected to send 
to Europe under the Marshall plan. Earlier esti- 
mates placed Marshall plan steel exports at 5 or 
6 per cent of United States production. 

The steel mission reports that some German 
plants have more than a six-month supply of 
scrap in their yards, while many have a three- 


, month supply or more. The mission proposes to 


halt shipment of all scrap to German plants hav- 
ing more than a three-month supply and to tax 
prohibitively any supply in excess of six months’ 
needs. All scrap generated by United States Army 
opérations shall be sent to the United States. 
The remainder available for export will be al- 
located by agreement df the Western powers. 

German spokesmen protested against the. ex- 
port of any but Army-generated scrap, on the 
ground that it is a German national asset and 
should be kept in Germany. The protest was 
given the scant attention it deserved. 

Action to recover scrap metal in Germany 
should be followed by a similar program for 
Italy and the battle areas of the Pacific. The 
United States’ share of the supply from Ger- 
many will not last long, for domestic steel mills 
and foundries require about 2,300,000 tons of 
outside scrap each month, |

heap it on others, says editorial; cites Senator Thomas’ protest 
of against investigation of his commodity speculations; suggests that 
legislators be made to live up to rules applied to administrators.

Frequently some Congressman makes a 
speech saying that criticisms of Congress- 
men are undermining confidence in repre- 
sentative government. Usually he says 
such criticism is inspired by Communists. 

This has been an effective technique of 
defense—wrapping yourself in some shining 
principle. However,

ing so widely used 
that it is becoming 
ridiculous. We think 
the height of the ri- 
diculous was touched 
by Senator Elmer 
Thomas of Oklaho- 
ma. 

When a Senate 
committee was snif- 
fing to find whether 
any “insiders” in 
Government were 
speculating in the 
commodity markets, 
it found a scent which 
led to Senator Thomas and his wife. After 
some lame hedging, Senator Thomas ad- 
mitted that he and she had been trading 
in the commodity markets, He has now

written the committee saying that he 


doesn’t want himself, his wife, or his as- 
sistants “bothered” by any more investiga- 


tions, If they are, he will regard it as “an 
insult to the sovereign state of Oklahoma.” 

It would be interesting to know how 
many Oklahomans feel the same way, 

Whether the Senator did or did not use 
official dope, he permitted a situation to 
exist in which he could be suspected, That 
alone shows moral obtuseness, All the 
arguments which prove that members of 
the executive branch should be like Cae- 
sar’s wife—“above suspicion”"—apply also 
to the wives of Congressmen and to the 
Congressmen themselves. 

Yet consistently Congressmen apply a 
double standard, They probe deeply into 
the records of administrators and judges. 
Yet they are very delicate in looking into 
the backgrounds of their own members, 

For themselves, the motto of many Con- 
gressmen is: “Let him who is without 
fault cast the first stone.” Senator Thomas 
frankly touches on this point. Threaten- 


ingly he proposed that the Senate pass a . 


ruling requiring every Senator to file under 
oath a statement of all his business and 
professional connections and a copy of his 
federal income tax return, 

Well, why not? If there are many Sena- 
tor Thomases, we think this is a good idea, 
Congress forbids the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission from engaging in other employ- 
ment or business. What’s the difference? 


Southern Paper Upholds Mr. Truman

The furore that has been created by 
the President’s civil rights message is so 
out of proportion to the significance of 
the message itself that one sometimes is 
inclined to believe that the program pro- 
posed by the President is the excuse rather 
than the reason for the outburst. 

In many respects this affair has been 


and still is so unreasonable and so illogical 


that the belief is growing among many 
Southerners that those who are leading 
the revolt hgve been wanting to lead such 
a revolt for a long time and that they 
have seized the civil rights program as 
their excuse. 

If a message by the President of the 
United States, representing all the Ameri- 
can people, to the Congress of the United 
States recommending efforts to achieve 
ideals which are inherent in what we call— 
some of us only when it suits our purpose— 
“The American Way” is the only reason 
for this furore, then judgment has at last 
fled to british beasts and men have lost 
their reason. 

It is beginning to appear that some 
Southern leaders are not merely determined 
to resist the civil rights measures the 
President proposes, They appear to be out 
to destroy him and the Democratic party. 


If it were not so, they would resist the 
legislation in the proper place, the Con- 
gress. of the United States, 

But some of these leaders appear to have 
lost sight of the President's program. They 
are out for blood, 

Many Southerners have long been ac- 
customed to weeping—and not without 
some justification—that the South gets no 
consideration from the Democratic party. 
But those Southerners who have done the 
most shouting recently do not seem to be 
seeking “consideration” by the Democratic 
party. They want to dominate it or 
wreck it. 

Attacks on the President by high-ranking 


* members of his own party—such as that by 


Senator Connally, who roasted him in 
Raleigh—are unseemly and damaging not 
only to the party but to the nation and, 
certainly not least of all, to the South. 

The only persons who can enjoy this con- 
flict are the Communists. We are trying 
to demonstrate to the world that our sys- 
tem of democracy is superior to the Com- 
munist system of totalitarianism. 

This newspaper does not believe that the 
President’s program is a wise one. But 
its ideals are unquestionably in the Ameri- 
can tradition.

If this reader’s experience is typical, the 
book never comes to life. It is a work of 
invention rather than of imagination. The 
characters speak excellent dialogue here 
and there but remain shadowy, type-cast 
figures. 

There are false notes, such as having 
Roebuck, the unpretentious American, call 
a phonograph by the British term “gram- 
ophone.” There is the hack-writing of 
Roebuek talking to himself in the shower: 
“That won't do you much good, my lad, 
but it relieves your feelings a little,” etc. 
His first encounter with Mrs, is 
told in words and images that might have 
been lifted verbatim from any of a dozen 
novels designed to thrill the sensation-hun- 


gry. 

The Roebuck problem possesses much 
latent interest and some importance, Mr, 
Sheean’s treatment is not bad reading. But 
he neither solves the problem nor overrides 
it with some grand effirmation. Perhaps 
he means to show a man and social set 
without moorings, but even this fails to 
involve the reader’s emotional sympathies, 
The insight which makes Mr. Sheean a very 
fine reporter of real-life events is not op- 
erating here, where his task is to create 
the illusion of real life.

The Cold War Grows Hot 


FTER what has happened in Czechoslovakia and Finland, the 

conflict with the Soviet Union can no longer be treated as a 

cold war waged by propaganda, infiltration, influence and indi- 
rect economic and military pressure. The seizure of power in Czecho- 
slovakia and the incorporation of Finland within the Soviet military 
sphere must be regarded, it seems to me, as strategical actions, 
planned by military men, in anticipation of war. 


For Czechoslovakia and Finland 
were already safely within the 
Russian diplomatic orbit. But from 
the Soviet point of view they were

Finland is the key to 
the Baltic Sea and Scandinavia, 
and to all the northern approaches 
to Russia. Czechslovakia, which 
contains the famous “Bohemian 
Quadrilateral,” dominates the 
Danube valley, lies on the flank of 
Austria and of Poland, and athwart 
the roads to the Adriatic and to 
southern Germany. 

Finland and Czechoslovakia have 
always been, and still are, two of 
the three positions of the highest 
strategiacl importance to Russia. 
The third is Turkey. All three 
must be held securely to defend 
Russian territory and all three are 
necessary to the military expan- 
sion ef the Russian empire. 


Toward a Climax, 


The seizure of power in order to 
suppress the democratic liberty 
and national independence of the 
Czechs must be taken to mean that 
in the minds of the rulers of Rus- 
sia military considerations now 
have priority. The intervention of 
Stalin himself in the demands 
upon Finland may be regarded as 
evidence that the Kremlin no 
longer thinks that the issues of 
the great conflict can be settled 
by the cold war. 

From the general ideological 
and diplomatic conflict Stalin has 
always held himself in some de- 
gree personally aloof, perhaps be- 
cause he is too much the realist 
to believe that the great issue of 
power can be decided apart from 
military power. 

The measures which he has 
taken in Prague and Helsinki are 
not ideological and diplomatic. 
They are military measures of the 


of power is coming.

This does not mean that war 1s 
imminent or unavoidable. But it 
does mean that the evolution and 
out@ome of events will now be de- 
termined by the military consid- 
erations which would really count 
if the showdown ended in war. 

That is to say, from now on the 
issue is whether the balance of 
military power can be made to 
favor the Soviet Union or the 
Western nations. 

If it turns decisively against the 
one or the other, the stronger 
coalition will offer the weaker 
the choice between concession and 
resistance. If the balance remains 
even and indecisive, a negotiated 
settlement by compromise could 
bring about a truce and a modus 
vivendi, 


Only Power Counts. 


In reality, therefore, the strug- 
gle is now a race for military ad- 
vantage—for strategical positions, 
for allies, and for the development 
of potential into actual military 
power, The seizure of Czecho- 
slovakia is the occupation of a 
great fortified base in the.center 
of Europe; potentially it was al- 
ready part of the Russian mili- 
tary system; but it will now be- 
come an actual part of it. 

Thus the game is no longer 
being played with tokens, with in- 
fluence, with gestures, with ideas, 
with paper guaranties, and with 
potential power. It will have to 
be played with real power, with 
weapons that have been manu- 
factured, with reserves that have 
been trained and can be mobil- 
ized, with alliances that are se- 
rious and on ground that is held 
firmly and securely. 

For when the showdown comes, 
as it will in the fairly near future, 
the men who will decide what the 
showdown shows, .what the real 
balance of power is, what would 
be the risks and the prospects if 
it came to war, will not be the 
ideologists, nor the politicians, nor 
the diplomatists, but the military 
authorities in Moscow, in London, 
in Paris, and in Washington.

Under that proposal, the voters 
of Virginia would not vote for a 
man for President.

The party organization, in a state 
convention, would select the man 
for whom the state’s 11 electoral 
votes would be cast.

Their reasoning sounds plaus- 
ible. Many Virginia Democrats are 
resentful of the tactics of the ma- 
chine. Therefore they wfil not 
vote for Senator Byrd. But because 
of the antagonism stirred by the 
President's civil-rights program. 
they will vote for a Republican 
rather than for Mr. Truman, par- 
ticularly if the Republicans nom- 
inate a strong candidate such as 
Senator Vandenberg. 


Slight “Contamination.” 


Herbert Hoover carried Virginia 
in 1928 by 24,463 votes. Four years 
ago, when sentiment against 
Roosevelt and a fourth term was 
running strong, the Republicans 
got 145,000 votes to 242,000 for the 
Democrats. While the Wallace vote 
in Virginia is likely to be small, 
concentrated in the area around 
Washington where New Deal con- 
tamination is high, it could count 
in a close election.

AUDIENCE RESPONSWE 
TO YOUNG PANS 


William Dorn Displays Solid 
Technique and Cultivated 
Musicianship. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

William Dorn, a young St. Louis 
pianist of sound schooling, solid 
technique and cultivated musi- 
cianship, gave a recital yester- 
day afternoon at the Wednesday 
Club under the sponsorship of 
the Artists’ Presentation Commit- 
tee. This program had a wide 
range of interest and his perform- 
ance in general reflected a con- 


sidered and sensitive appraisal of 
the various works played. 
He was most convincing in two 
Brahms numbers, the G Minor 
Rhapsody and the E Major In- 
termezzo, which he projected with 
breadth of phrase, intelligible and 
intelligent punctuation and good 
solid tone. Three Chopin pieces 
were transmitted with a poetic 
feeling that was free and ample 
but informed and restrained by 
good taste. The final Scherzo in 
B Fiat Minor was particularly im- 
pressive in its spaciousness and 
its incisive enunciation. 

Mr. Dorn also did well with the 
rhythmically energetic Prokofieff 
Third Sonata; three preludes by 
Roy Travis, which were given 
their first performances any- 
where, and two excerpts from the 
Villa Lobos suite “Prole do Bebe.” 
In all these the pianist showed 
that he was well up to the neces- 
sities of bright, crisp articulation. 
Exceptions must be taken to 
the Beethoven Sonata Opus 109 
and the “Evocacion” by Albeniz. In 
the third movement of the Bee- 
thoven Sonata, which has a ter- 
rific density of meaning, he did 
little more than sketch in what 
might have been accomplished 
with greater differentiations of 
dynamic stress, stronger accents 
and in general—a greater psycho- 
logical concentration. The Al- 
beniz piece would have been bet- 
ter without rubato, which is not 
characteristic of Spanish music 
and, in this case, resulted in senti- 
mentality. In addition to the 
listed program Mr. Dorn played 
encores by Granados and Rach- 
maninoff, 

A large audience was attentive 
and responsive. The occasion was 
another successful event for the 
Presentation Committee. :

SATYR’ CALLED GREAT 
RENAISSANCE WORK 


Impartial Body Declares Art 
Museum Purchase Is Finest 
of Kind on Continent. 


“The Satyr,” by Giovanni An- 
gelo Montorsoli, which City Art 
Museum purchased last January 


tively called “the greatest High 
Renaissance sculpture on this con- 
tinent.” The opinion is that of 
ARTnews, published in New York 
by the Art Foundation, a non- 
profit, impartial body. 

The masterpiece is the subject 
of an extensive article in the cur- 


reached St. Louis today. The ar- 
ticle traces the history of the 
piece, explaining that it was “for 
centuries considered a work by 
Michelangelo.” 

The work left Italy only last

port have been going on since

Urban Barberini,” the article con- 
tinues, “in order to restore his 
family finances, opened negotia- 
tions with Mussolini for permis- 
sion to export some of the treas- 
ures of his galleria in spite of 
the Pacca Law of 1905 which for- 
bids the exportation of all im- 
portant works of art.

‘The Satyr’ 
reached America only last Novem- 
ber after five more months of ne- 
gotiations with a new Italian Gov- 
ernment, which imposed a stiff 
export tax, and it was then bought 
by the City Art Museum from the 
Los Angeles dealer Adolph Loewi.” 

Accompanying the text are pho- 
tographs of the work by Prof. 
Clarence Kennedy of Smith Col- 
lege, expert in photographing 
sculpture and other three-dimen- 
sional, objects. Kennedy, who in 
the war served as an Army spe- 
cialist in aerial photographic map- 
ping of enemy terrain, visited City 
Art Museum last January for the 
purpose of making pictures of the 
masterpiece. 

While making a detailed study 
of the sculpture for the photo- 
graphs used by ARTnews, the 
magazine says, Prof, Kennedy 
“discovered that The Satyr’ was 
carved from a block of antique 
marble, and that on the unfin- 
ished back there still remain 
traces of drapery carving, proba- 
bly dating from the Augustan 
Age. This suggests that Montor- 
soli created the sculpture around 
1535, during his stay in Rome.” 

Montorsoli and Michelangelo. 

Montorsoli, ARTnews relates, 
was born in Florence in 1507, 
“showed brilliant promise as a 
sculptor at an exceptionally early 
age and, when he was only 20, 
Michelangelo met him in Flor- 
ence, immediately recognized his 
genius and put him to work” 
helping on the master’s own 
projects.

REFUSES ORDER 


10 FREE MARINO: 


Case of Man Serving Life 
Term in Illinois Is 
Thrown Back to State 
for Action. 


WASHINGTON, March 15 (UP) 
—The Supreme Court today re- 
fused to order the release of Tony 
Marino, Illinois life-term prisoner, 
despite a demand by the state's 
attorney genera] that he be set 
free immediately. 

Neariy three months ago, the 
court ruled that Marino’s consti- 
tutional rights were violated at his 
trial for murder in Rockford, IIL, 
in 1925. But it gave no ‘explicit 
instructions on what Illinois courts 
should do about his case. 

At the time of the trial, 23 years 
ago, Marino was 18. He was a re- 
cent immigrant from Italy and 
was unable to speak English, No 
counsel was appointed for him, 
An arresting officer served as in- 
terpreter at the trial. 

Judge Turns Down Pleas. 

Since that time, Judge Willlam 

R. Dusher of the County Circuit 
Court at Rockford turned down 
pleas by Marino and Tilinols*At- 
torney General George F. Barrett 
for Marino’s immediate release, 
without further hearings of any 
kind, ‘ 
„ Thereupon, Barrett came back 
to the Supreme Court and asked 
it to instruct Dusher to release 
Marino. 

Dusher replied and said no law 
authorized him to set Marino free 
without a full hearing on circum- 
stances surrounding the 1925 trial. 

The court today announced 
simply that Barrett's request for 
instructions to Dusher “is denied.” 

That threw the whole cas back 
to the state for the next move, 

Other Rulings. 

In other rulings today, the 

Court: 


1. Decided, 8 to 1, that collec- 
tion of damages for rent ceiling 
violations is not limited to a one- 
year period before the suit is 
brought. This reversed a lower 
court ruling in a case involving a 
Mooresville (Ind.) landlord. 

2. Held unanimously in a Cali- 
fornia case that one section of the 
1917 Immigration Act is worded 
so vaguely that no penalty can be 
imposed against a person who 
conceals an alien brought illegally 
into this country. The court said 
it is up to Congress to straighten 
the matter out by re-writing that 
section of the law to make its in- 
tent clear. 

3. Refused for a second time to 
review the conviction of an ad- 
mitted Communist, Leon Joseph- 
son, for contempt of Congress. 
Josephson got a year in jail and 
his fine $1000 for refusing to be 
sworn in or to testify before the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee last year. 

On Barring of Book. 

4. Agreed to decide whether the 
State of New York violated the 
Constitution when it barred as 
obscene Edmund Wilson’s novel, 
“Memoirs of Hecate County.” 
New York courts fined Doubleday 
& Co. $1000 and ordered them to 
suppress the volume, 

5. Overturned convictions of 
nine Negroes tried on various 
charges after disorders in a laun- 
dry worker’s strike in Winston- 
Salem, N.C. They appealed on the 
ground that Negroes had been 
arbitrarily excluded from jury 
service during the trials.

cerned, There are believed to be 
some Communists in the Army. It 
is difficult to guess how far one 
should rely on unofficial assur- 
ances that this infiltration does 
not extend to the divisions on the 
Yugoslav frontier. The Air Force 
has screened its flying personnel 
quite thoroughly, but its ground 
personnel seems less reliable. The 
Navy is considered, with the Cara- 
binierl, to be the most certainly 
loyal of the armed services. 

Altogether, the forces available 
to the Italian Government if a 
really serious Communist appeal 
to violence takes place do not seem 
too strong. 

The best that can be said ts that 
the situation has improved since 
last autumn, but it has not im- 
proved enough. 

The treaty restrictions on the 
size of the armed forces are one 
limiting factor, Another, and far 
more important, is the general 
feeling of fear and uncertainty 
that pervades the whole nation. 
The -morale and traditions of the 
Carabinieri have preserved them, 
at least in part, from the worst 
effects of this feeling; but this is 
not the case with the Army. 

The crucial date of April 18, 
when the elections are to be held 
on which the fate of Italy may 
hang, is now so close that it seems 
unlikely that anything can be done 
to improve very much the state of 
the Italian armed forces. If, as 
most observers believe, the Com- 
munists fall short of a majority 
vote, but emerge as the strongest 
party, they may try a coup to es- 
tablish themselves in power, In 
that case, a coalition government 
of the anti-Communist parties 
would be entirely we er on the 
loyalty, strength and efficiency af 
the armed forces in seeking to re- 
sist such an appeal to violence, 

That is, they would be thus de 
pendent. unless they could get out- 
side help. This is a subject about 
which we might be doing a little 
down-to-earth thinking here in the 
United States. We cannot afford 
to see Italy added to the Kremlin's 
collection of satellites, For the 
reason why this is so, get out any 
S a 


map of Europe and study it, 
There is, of course, the well-known 
story of Soviet Ambassador Pan- 
yushkin, who; before he left Mos- 
cow for Washington, seridusly im- 
plied to American Ambassador Be- 
dell Smith that he expected Henry 
Wallace to win the election, In 
several other recent contacts be- 
tween American offlelals and Rus- 
sians, the impression has been 
borne out that the Russian rulers 
may be disastrously under-estimat- 
ing the real American reaction to 
the Soviet expansionist drive. 

The very nature of the Soviet 
ideology, which first lays down the 
truth, and demands evidence to 
prove this truth, makes this sort 
of distinction inevitable. Typical 
was the 8 of the Communist- 
run Polish Foreign Office to a 
representative here: “When will 
the American depression begin?“ 
The cautious diplomat for a Soviet 
satellite must, of course, reply: 
“Soon, and it will be terrible.” 

Among most of the experts it is 
still believed that the Soviet lead- 
ers do not want war. But the 
clear danger exists that the Soviets 
will blunder into a situation which 
‘will make war inevitable, simply 
by reason of a distorted estimate 
of the real American reaction, Un- 
doubtedly Secretary Marshall had 
this danger in mind when he made 
his remarkable statement, For 
somehow a way must be found to 
bring it home to the Soviet rulers 
that the United States will fight 
to prevent western Europe from 
coming under the domination of 
the Kremlin, If the past is any 
guide, that is the stark and simple 
fact.

N 1898 the United States acquired its 

first sizable piece of overseas empire, 

the Hawaiian Islands, by annexation. 
Next came the Philippines, Guam and 
Puerto Rico—all taken from beaten Spain. 
In 1899 President McKinley and Kaiser 
Wilhelm II of Germany divided the Samoa 
Islands, Once the trend started it was 
hard to stop, yet there were still many 
Americans who thought it Was wrong. “We 
are face to face with a strange destiny,” 
wrote the editor of the Washington Post. 
“The taste of empire is in the mouth of 
the pepple even as the taste of blood in 
the jungle.” : 

The developments were welcome news to 
Capt. Alfred T. Mahan of the Navy, who 
for years had been urging the United States 
to expand beyond its continental borders. 
To Mahan, Cuba and Hawaii were only the 
beginning. Some day, he predicted, the 
American nation would have to decide 


the greatest question of all: “Whether © 


Eastern or Western civilization is to domi- 
nate throughout the earth and to Control 
its future.” 

On Jan. 9, 1900, while the Senate was 
still considering the idea of freeing the 
Philippines, a 87-year-old Senator from 
Indiana, Albert J. Beveridge, made his 


speech, “The Philippines 
ours forever. We will not repudiate our 
duty in the archipelago. We will not 
abandon our opportunity in the Orient. 
We will not renounce our part in the 
mission of our race, trustee, under God, 
of the civilization of the world.” 


Beveridge’s words expressed what Was 
stirring in many an American heart. Even 
before he spoke, a Kansas editor named 
William Allen White had said practically 
the same thing. 


Senator Henry Cabot Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts, like Theodore Roosevelt and Capt. 
Mahan, saw the Philippines as stepping- 
stones toward something much bigger. In 
October 1899, Lodge told an audience in 
Boston: “Our trade with China has been 
growing rapidly. We ask no favors; We 
only ask that we shall be admitted to that 
great market upon the same terms with 
the rest of the world. But within a few 
years we have seen Russia closing in 
upon the Chinese Empire.” In 1899, Lodge’s 
friend, John Hay, who had been promoted 
to Secretary of State, announced that the 
United States would henceforth insist on 
an “open door” of commercial equality in 


HE war with Spain was surprisingly 
12 On May 1, Commodore George 

Dewey steamed into Manila Bay with 
the American Navy's Asiatic squadron and 
sank all the Spanish warships that were 
there. The American loss was eight men 
wounded and a chief engineer who died 
from the heat. On June 20-25, an Ameri- 
can Army of 15,000 men landed at Daiquiri, 
Cuba, with a loss of two drowned, 


On July 1 and 2 the Spanish blockhouses 

at El Caney and San Juan Hill, near San- 
tiago, were captured in the only severe 
fighting of the war, On July 3, Adm. 
Cervera's Spanish fleet tried to escape from 
Santiago and was destroyed by waiting 
American warships. “Don’t cheer, men, 
those poor devils are dying!” cried Capt. 
John W. Philip of the Texas, as his ship 
went by the burning Vizcaya. Only one 
American seaman was killed in this en- 
counter. 


On July 17, Santiago, the most important 


Spanish stronghold outside Havana, sur- 
rendered to the American invaders. On 
July 26 the Spanish Government asked for 
terms, and on Aug. 12 an armistice was 
signed in Paris. At the last minute came 
word that American landing forces had 
taken Manila in the Philippines and Puerto 
Rico in the Oaribbean with no trouble. 
“HOW DO YOU LIKE THE JOURNAL'S 
WAR?“ gloated the irrepressible New York 
Journal, 

It had taken just 10 weeks of actual 
fighting to win an Overseas American em- 
pire with enough naval bases to satisfy 
even Capt. Mahan for the time being. 
Except for the toll taken by tropical dis- 
eases and the “embalmed beef” which was 
sold to the Army by American meat pack- 
ing firms, our losses were trifling. The 
Army reported 280 killed, the Navy 18.

Case Records of a Psychologist 


By Dr. George W. Crane 


ASE P-201: Dottie L., aged 4, 

is an attractive little girl. “Dr. 

Crane, I have read your fre- 
quent advice about sending chil- 
dren to nursery school,“ her 
mother began. 

“But I wonder if all children 
should attend a nursery school, or 
are some discriminations wise? 

“For example, we don’t live in 
the best kind of neighborhood and 
I hesitate to send Dottie among 
children who aren't our type. 
What do you advise?“ 

Phychologists are very much 
in favor of nursery schools, es- 
pecially where children don’t have 
several brothers and sisters to 
play with. 

In the country and our small 
towns, it is still possible for tod- 
dlers to run loose and play with 
neighborhood children, But in our 
cities, this is seldom safe or even 
possible. 

=: 


IN CITIES, therefore, it is es- 
sential that children be thrown 
with others of nearly their own 
age, at least as early as the nurs- 


ery school “will admit them, which 
is usually from 2% to 3 years of 
age. 

One possible drawback to nurs- 
ery schools is the fact that they 
are usually private and hence 
charge tuition. But people with 
only one youngster probably have 
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more money than those with three 
or four, so they can better afford 
to pay the small weekly fee. 

In fact, I wish our city churches 
would run large nursery schools 
and thereby utilize the strategical- 
ly situated church buildings for 
additional productive purposes. 

Church edifices are tax exempt. 
They occupy choice sites. Except 
for their Sunday and midweek 
meetings, plus the afternoon 
ladies aid session, the men’s club 
meeting, and the Friday Scout 
meeting, many such buildings are 
relatively idle. 

In short, that valuable church 
property is actively functioning 
for only about 15 to 20 hours out 
of every seven days, That is high- 
ly inefficient. It ought to be func- 
tioning at least 40 hours per week.

A CHURCH nursery school 
would also aid the youngsters 
who have no brothers or sisters; 
would free mothers from the con- 
stant strain of having their chil- 
dren at their heels, and would 
bring extra revenue into the ladies 
aid budget. 

There are enough trained wom- 
en in every church to operate the 
nursery school properly, They 
could alternate with one another 
so no woman had to work exces- 
sively long.

The Failing Child 


By Angelo Patri 


T the end of each term some child is left back—that is, 
A» is not promoted with his group. Sometimes this is a 
wise way to treat him. That depends upon the child, his 
intelligence, age, health and the cause of his backwardness. 


If he is mentally backward, he is not going to benefit by 
being kept in any class that is administered for the mentally 
adequate children. He should be placed where he can have 
the specialized instruction he needs. 

The normally healthy, intelligent child is never left back 
unless he has been ill and lost so much time in school as to 
leave a weak place in his learning. If, for example, he has 
been out of school for a whole month and has lost the arith- 


metic, geography, and whatever other subjects the class covers, 


it is unwise to send him along with his classmates until he 
has made up his work. Many school failures are caused by 
such breaks in the line of study,

WHEN A CHILD loses the time in which he is to learn 
the fundamentals of such subjects as arithmetic, algebra, 
physics, chemistry, he cannot do the work that his classmates 
who lost no time can do easily. That work must be made up 
and thoroughly before he can go forward on firm ground. 


It is not enough to leave a child back. It becomes the duty 
of the school to arrange a program of work for the left-back 
pupil that will bridge his weaknesses, strengthen them and, in 
time, enable him to go ahead and keep abreast of his com- 
panions. That much is due any left-back pupil. 
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THE DULL CHILD, the one who must be allowed double 
time to grasp an idea, who works so slowly that he does two 
problems while his classmates romp through a good dozen, 
must be allowed the time and the encouragement he needs. 
Keeping this child back because he is slow, because he does 
not do as much as others, is no good for what ails him. He 
needs time, a lighter program and less work. 

Keeping him back won't speed him any. Have the special- 
ists look him over, see that he hears and sees adequately, give 
him large doses of encouragement and quick marching music 
in an effort to accelerate his movements. But remember, a 
physical examination is absolutely essential for such a child. 


I do not believe in promoting an able child who has not 
done the work assigned. I would hold him in the grade in 
which he failed in order to teach him a vitally important 
lesson: Success must be earned. Life will teach him the hard 
way if we don't do so in school.

Milk and Its 
High Value 
As a Food 


By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


OD AT, when we are bombard- 
T ed from all sides by high-pres- 

sure advertising about the 
food value of various processed 
foods, we are likely to forget a 
very obvious fact. Milk is the 
nearest thing to the perfect food 
that we have, 

Too often we consider it merely 
a beverage. Milk contains carbo- 
hydrates, proteins and fats (the 
three essential items of any diet). 
It also is a good source of the 
vitamins, especially vitamins A 
and D. It is probably the best 
source of the minerals, calcium 
and phosphorus, for growing chil- 
dren, 
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CALCIUM and phosphorus are 
the minerals which are necessary 
for the production of strong bones 
and healthy teeth. Because of its 
fat and carbohydrate content, 
milk is a good supplier of calories 
(heat or energy units). Milk and 
its products (butter, cheese, etc.) 
may at times supply nearly all the 
requirements of the diet. 


In general, milk may be con- 
sidered to be a wholesome food at 
all times provided that two condi- 
tions are met. The first of these 
is that it is safe. This means that 
it has been pasteurized (made 
sanitary) and handled under san- 
itary conditions. 
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THE SECOND is that whole 
milk (contains all of its original 
elements—not skimmed). These 
two conditions are practically 
standard ones throughout the 
country today. 


Milk is lacking in one sub- 
stance necessary to an adequate 
diet. It is a poor source of the 
mineral iron, Since iron is re- 
quired in relatively small quanti- 
ties by the body under normal 
conditions, this lack may be ig- 
nored because iron is present in 
adequate quantities in other items 
of the diet.

gin or bust situation develops 
A wren after a, few picks your 

hand includes seven matched 
cards and three related high cards. 
If you get into gin or bust position 
at an early stage in the play it is 
correct for you to throw any other 
card. irrespective of how danger- 
ous it may be and keep your play 
for gin. 

Thus suppose you hold as shown 
in the accompanying illustration, 
and you draw the king of hearts. 
Your discard is no problem, You 
discard the jack of clubs and hold 
your gin combination of the dia- 
mond eight and the two sevens. . 

If you are lucky with this hand, 
you go gin and win a lot of points. 
If you are unlucky your opponent 
knocks or maybe gins and you 
are caught with 22 in your hand. 
Hence the gin or bust description. 

However, there is no law that 
compels you to hold your three 
card combination forever. For in- 
atance, if the hand continues for 
some time and during the course 
of the play the diamond ten and a 
couple of eight spots are discarded 
you realize that your opponent can 
not possibly use your eight of dia- 
monds. Now you draw the five of 
spades and realize that no five 


spot or nearby spade has appeared, 
The chance that your opponent 
will take that card is so great that 
it is probably best for you to give 
up your four card gin play, let the 
eight of diamonds go and file the 
five of spades away for permanent 
possession,

Once this 
happens, it is important that the 
temperature be dropped to a point 
where the puffs will dry out com- 
pletely and the color will not be 
perceptibly increased. 

Uniess the puffs dry out 
through and through, they will 
not retain their size, shape and 
crispness. A wettish inside layer 
of the shell is bound to have its 
evil effect. While cream puffs will, 
hold up for a day or more, gore 
do lose that fresh “egg-shell” like 
finish and so should be filled and 
served the day the yare baked for 
greatest satisfaction. And there 
is no limit to fillings—any kind 
of cream pie filling, whipped 
cream or whipped cream and 
fresh fruit mixtures, creamed 
8 fish or chicken or turkey 


Cream Puffs. 
(Chou Paste) 


One-half cup boiling water, one- 
fourth cup butter, one-half cup 
all-purpose flour, two eggs. 

Pour boiling water over butter 
in a saucepan; heat just to boil- 
ing and stir until butter melts, 
sift flour, measure and add all at 
once to the butter mixture, Stir 
constantly with a wooden spoon 
until the mixture leaves the sides 
of the pan and forms a ball. Re- 
miove from heat. Immediately add 
unbeaten eggs one at a time, beat- 
ing to a smooth paste after each 
one, Then beat the mixture until 
and velvety. Drop by 
heapin tablespoons onto a 
greased bakin sheet, keeping 
about three inches apart. Bake in 
a hot oven (450 degrees F.) for 15 
minutes, or until well puffed and 
delicately browned, Then reduce 
the heat to 300 F. (slow) and bake 
from 30 to 40 minut longer; 
this will cook the centers thor- 
oughly, but puffs should become 
no browner. Remove to a cake 
rack to cool. When cold, cut off 
tops with a sharp knife. Fill with 
chilled chicken salad, Replace top. 
Six to seven cream puffs. 

Chicken Salad. 
Two-thirds cup boiled salad 
dressing, one to two tablespoons 
prepared mustard, one teaspoon 
sugar, two teaspoons very finely 
diced onion, one teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup chopped sweet 
pickle, one to two teaspoons malt 
vinegar, four cups diced, steamed 
chicken (four-pound), two-thirds 
cup mayonnaise, two cups diced 
celery, one-fourth cup siivered, 
toasted almonds, if desired. 

Thoroughly blend the first 
seven ingredients in a large bowl. 
Add the chicken (no skin), toss 

lightly, cover tightly, set in re 
frigerator two or three hours to 
chill and marinate. Remove from 
| refrigerator, add the mayonnaise, 
celery and almonds and toss very 
gently.

AST week, Miss Anna Lord 
L Strauss, head of the National 

League of Women Voters, and 
I received the M. Carey Thomas 
award at Bryn Mawr College. This 
award is only rarely given and I 
feel deeply honored to be recog- 
nized along with Miss Strauss and 
the league. 

It is significant, I think, that 
the award committee picked out 
this particular organization this 
year. I believe that ever since 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt con- 
ceived the idea that women, hav- 
ing gained the vote, should edu- 
cate themselves to use it intelli- 
gently, the league has been trying 
to improve the quality of our 
democratic citizenship, at least 
where women are concerned. It 
has made a notable contribution 
in this field, Its publications have 
been increasingly interesting to 
me, and I think thoy are reaching 
a constantly widening group of

NEVER BEFORE was good 
citizenship so important to our 
country and the world as it is 
today. 

The wheels of the train to Phil- 
adelphia kept saying to me: 
“What are you ee to say to- 
night?” I felt I should have some- 
thing really significant to say, but 
I could not talk as usual just 
about the United Nations and its 
objectives. Many of those in the 
audience would be young people 
looking for something by which to 
live.

In the end, I arrived at Bryn 
Mawr More or less unprepared, 
with only a few vague ideas float- 
ing around in my mind, but then, 
as I faced the audience, the thing 
I wanted to say was entirely clear, 
Democracy stands at the cross- 
roads, We are citizens of this 
great Democracy and it is up to 
us to find out what we can do to 
make Democracy lead instead of 
standing still. The United States 
must really decide on her policies, 
domestic and foreign, and go 
through with them and, above all, 
make every one, from the highest 
to the lowest, act with integrity,

WE HAVE not always kept our 
word and this has done us harm, 
but our fallures have been largely 
caused by confusion, not by evil 
intent. ther nations may have 
been somewhat clearer on their 
own interests, but they have been 
no clearer than we have been, on 
thinking of the joint interests of 
the world and seeing that the poli- 
cies decded on were lived up to. 

One cannot wipe out the past, 
but one can make changes in the 
future. God grant that, in our 
schools and colleges today, there 
are young people who will be 
strong spiritually and morally as 
well as physically, who will not be 
afraid to pick up the pieces of 
this shattered world and try to 
bring it into some kind of unity.
